The  area  planted  for  1932-33  crop  is  now  offici- 
ally reported  at  14,539,000  acres  while  the  area  to  be  harvested  has  been  revised 
downward  to  9,301,000  acres.

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.  ■     BREAD  GRAINS 

Summary  of  recent  "bread,  grain  information 

Winter  wheat  and  rye  crop  conditions  are  generally  reported  satisfactory 
in  Europe  though  some  complaints  of  weeds  in  parts  of  France  are  noted  along 
with  a  mentioned  reduction  of  from  20  to  25  per  cent  in  the  application  of 
fertilizer.    .Spring  seeding  preparations  in  Russia  continue  rather  backward 
\ particularly  for  tractor  repair  work  in  the  important  southern  regions  where 
seeding  is  usually  under  way  by  the  latter  part  of  March.     Seed  assembly  on 
individual  peasant  farms  is  very  backward.    Weather  conditions  in  Argentina  are 
reported  favorable  for  ploughing  and  preparing  for  fall  sowings  while  in 
Australia  prospects  are  reported  considerably  below  last  year  due  to  insuffi- 
cent  moisture.    Recent  rains  in  the  important  Indian  wheat  province  of  Punjab 
have  proven  beneficial  and  the  condition  of  wheat  is  reported  generally  aver- 
age to  good  on  irrigated  lands  and  below  average  to  average  elsewhere. 
Harvesting  is  now  underway  in  India  and  the  first  production  estimate  is  expect- 
ed about  April  20.    Wheat  production  estimates  for  1932  have  been  revised  in 
Rumania  and  Hungary,  the  former  registering  a  further  decline  of  around  4,000,000 
bushel  to  55,519,000  while  the  latter  indicates  an  increase  of  nearly  6,000,000 
bushels,  the  new  figare  being  64,448,000  bushels.    Also  see  statement  on  follow- 
ing page, 

World  wheat  shipments  for  the  week  ending  April  1  -fell  off  to  about 
11,500,000  bushels,  a  decline  of  around  1,500,000  bushels  from  the  preceding  week. 
This  is  the  third  consecutive  week  of  rather  reduced  shipments.  Significant 
declines  were  recorded  in  both  Argentine  and  Australian  shipments  while  the 
North  American  movement  recovered  considerably  from  the  smallest  weeks  shipments 
in  nearly  13  years  that  occurred  the  previous  week.     Somewhat  more  than  half  of 
the  Australian  1932-33  wheat  export  surplus  has  now  been  marketed,  the  movement 
being  considerably  above  that  of  last  year  during  the  same  period. 

The  French  domestic  milling  quota  effective  April  16  is  fixed  at  100  per 
cent  for  both  bread,  and  durum  wheats.     This  compares  with  99  percent,  in  effect 
since  last  December  and  97  per  cent  previously  during  the  current  crop  year. 
In  Hungary  the  abolishment  of  the  grain  ticket  system  as  of  July  1,  1933  and  its 
replacement  by  another  government  aid  measure  has  been  officially  announced, 
the  Bureau's  Belgrade  representative  reports.    On  March  17,  a  conference  of  east 
European  millers  was  held  at  Budapest  and  a  preliminary  agreement  was  made  to 
the  effect  that  mills  in  the  countries  represented  at  the  conference  would  stop 
purchasing  low  priced  over— seas  wheat  and  thus  eliminate  it  from  competing 
with  Danube  wheat.    The  countries  represented  at  the  conference  were  Austria* 
.Czechoslovakia,  Hungary,  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia*' ." 

European  market  conditions 

Continental  European  import  markets  were  sustained  but  domestic  markets 
were  weaker  for  the  most  part  during  the  last  week  of  March  according  to  radioed 
advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    In  Holland  and  Belgium  the 
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markets  were  firmer  during  the  first  part  of  the  week  "but  easier  later  in  the     ,  ; 
week.    Large  farm  offers  weakened  the  French  market.    Their  domestic  milling 
510 ta  is  to  "be  100  per  cent,   effective  April  16,    The  domestic  markets  of 
Czecho Slovakia  and  Austria  were  quiet  tut  there  was  some  demand  for  foreign  wheat 
reported.    The  German  market  was  weaker.    The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at 
Berlin  on  March  29  was '$1.27  compared  with  $1.28  a  week  earlier.    Rye  prices  were 
unchanged  at  $.94. 

About  March  1  Austrian  flour  mills  contracted  for  760  carloads  of  Argen- 
tine wheat  at  65  cents  per  bushel  which  was  about  4  cents  per  bushel  cheaper 
than  Hungarian  wheat,   the  "Buenos  Aires  Herald"  of  March  4  states.    The  coinci- 
dence was  cited  that  the  wheat  will  be  conveyed  from  the  Black  Sea  port  of 
Braila  via  the  Danube,  and  through  Rumania  and  Hungary. 

Australian  wheat  situation 

Prospects  for  the  1933-34  wheat  crop  in  Aust  ralia  are  considerably 
below  last  year  with  conditions  for  seeding  unfavorable  on  account  of  insuf- 
ficient moisture  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
E.  C  Paxton  at  Sydney.   .Seeding  begins  in  March  in  the  early  sections  with 
most  of  it  taking  place  in  April  and  May  end  ending  in  June  in  the  late 
districts.    Wheat  prices  at  Sydney  strengthened  slightly  during  March,  the 
export  price  on  March  1  being  2  shilling  9  pence  and  on  March  28,  2  shilling 
10  to  10  l/2  pence  which  was  equivalent  to  around  2  shilling  1  to  2  pence  at 
country  points.    In  United  States  money  the  Sydney  price  range  was  equivalent 
to  about  37  to  39  centos  and  country  prices  to  28  to  29  cents.    In  Australian 
money  these  quotations  are  only  sli  ghtly.  below  the  March  prices  last  year  and 
are  considerably  above  the  price  of  two  years  ago  which  stands  in  contrast  to 
the  trend  of  prices  in  the  United  States  and  most  other  countries.  . 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from  Australia  during  the  period  December  1 
last  to  March  23  totaled  80,114,000  bushels  compared  with  66,703,000  bushels 
for  the  seme  period  a  year  ago.    Of  the  current  season's  movement  44,384,000 
bushels  are  said  to  have  moved  east,  principally  to  China  and  Japan  which 
.compared  with  29,840,000  bushels  going  to  the  east  from  Australia  during  the 
same  period  a  year  ago.    Heavy  export  business  was  also  reported  the  last  week 
of  March  with  about  a  half  million  bushels  for  China  and  two  thirds  of  a 
million  for  Japan.     Two  car  go  s  of  New  Zealand  wheat  also  went  to  Shanghai  mills 
during  the  week.    The  first  preliminary  official  estimate  of  wheat  and  flour 
. carryover  in  New  South. Wales  on  November  30,  1932    was  placed  at  about  2,600,000 
bushels  as  against  5,400,000  a  year  ago.    For  the  Commonwealth  except  Tasmania 
this  would  make  a  1932  carryover  on  November  30  of  only  10,450,000  bushels  or 
about  5, 500,000  bushels  less  than  at  the  same  time  a  year  earlier. 

The  Danube  Basin  wheat  situation 

The  condition  of  fall  sown  wheat  in  all  of  the  cowries  of  the  Danube 
Basin  was  reported  from  good  to  very  good  the  latter  part  of  March,  according 
to  a  report  from  Agricultural  Attache    Michael  at  Belgrade.    Although  the 
wheat  crop  in  Bulgaria  suffered  from  insufficient  moisture  .  last  fall  it  came 
through  the  winter  in  satisfactory  condition  and  is  developing  favorably.  Pu: 
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ing  the  second  half  of  February  there  "were  good  rains  or  snows  in  all  sections 
of  the  Danu.De  Basin  with  moderate  temperatures  so  that  "by  the  "beginning  of 
March  the  snow  covering.. had  melted  and  the  wheat  plant  began  its  spring  growth. 
However,   the  plants  have  not  developed  as  far  as  usual  at.  this  season  of  the 
year.    Damage  from  winter  freezing  and  pests  is  con  si  dered  unimportant ,  the 
report  states .  " 

An  upward  revision  in  the  1932  wheat  production  in  Hungary  from 
58,593,000  bushels  to  54,448,000  bushels  was  cabled  March  30  by  the  Internat- 
ional Institute  of  Agriculture.     This  increase  was  largely  offset  by  a  de- 
crease in  Rumania  from  59,650,00  0  bushels  to  55,519,000  bushels.     Taking  the 
4  Danubian  countries  together  the  official  1932  production  totals  223,95.4,000 
bushels  compared  with  370,459,000  bushels  produced  in  1931. 

Farmers  and  grain  dealers  in  the  "Danube  Basin  released'but  little  good 
quality -wheat  during  March,  'Mr .  Michael  states.    Offers  by  farmers  of  lower 
quality  wheat ' increased"  somewhat ' but  were  still  below  that  of  other  -years 
because  of  the  continued  poor  condition  of  roads  in  many  sections,  and  because 
farmers  have  been  occupied  with  spring  work.  .  Improvement  in  country  roads 
and  the  favorable  outlook  for  1933  crops  is  expected  to  result  in  an  increase 
in  exports  to  some  extent  after  April  1.    During  February  and  the  first  half 
of  -March,   exports  from  the  BQ-sin  were  confined  to  relatively  unimportant  rail 
shipments  of  hard  winter  wheat  that  could  be  profitably  marketed  in  Austria 
and  Czechoslovakia.    River  navigation  reopened  soon  after  March  1.    The  foreign 
market  outlet  for  Danube  wheat  is  expected  to  improve  as.  spring  advances  end 
stocks  in  surrounding- •importing  countries  are  depleted,  the  Bureau1  s  Belgrade 
representative  says.    Also,  existing  special  trade  agreements  with  importing 
countries  is  expected  to  favor  exports  from  the  Danube  region  to  some  extent 
in  preference  to  those  from  over-seas  countries. 

In  Bulgaria,  a  recent  estimate  prepared  by  the  Central  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  Industry  placed  commercial  stocks  on  hand  toward  the  end  of 
February  at  about  2,939,000  bushels.     Stocks  on  farms  were  placed  at  5,181,000 
bushels,  which  when  a/ided  to  the  com.ercial  stocks  gives  a  total  for  stocks  on 
hand  of  8,120,000  bushels..  This  same  source  estimated  home  consumption  needs 
until  June  30,  1933  at  a  maximum  of  5,144,000  bushels  leaving  a  minimum 
quantity  of  2,976,000  bushels  for  export  as  of  March  1,    Stocks  of  Tisza  wheat 
in  Hungary,  which  has  been  continuously  demanded 'by  Austria  and  Czechoslovakia, 
are  reported  to  be  nearly  exhausted.  There  are,  however,  important  stocks  of 
soft  wheat  reported  available'  for  export.    There  is  little,  if  any  wheat  avail- 
able for  export  in  Rumania.  Yugoslavia  has  some  surplus  in  the  Banat  and  Backa 
regions'.  The' large  price  difference  between  wheat  and  other  cereals  has  contin- 
ued to  favor  a  very  extensive  replacement  of  wheat  in  the  diet  of  corn  and  rye, 
Mr.  Michael  concludes.

Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  information 

Tile- final  estimate  of  the.  1932  corn  crop  in  Rumania  was  235, 932, COO 
bushels  ,■  which  was  about  1  "per  cent  below  the  production  of  1931,  but  was 
one  of  the  largest  harvests  on  record.     The  production  for  all  the  European 
countries  reported  was  755,611,000  bushels which  was  nearly  21  per  cent 
above  that  of  1931.     The  total,  product  ion  for  the  22  countries  reported  was 
3,924,369,000  bushels,  or  12  per  cent  more  than  the  1931  harvest  of 
3,501,544,000  bushels  in  those  countries. 

The  41  countries  that  reported  barley  production  in  1932  showed  a 
total  of  1 ,477 ,381,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  13  per  cent  over  the  1931 
production  of  1,307,935,000  bushels  in  the  same  .countries.  .  The  European 
countries  reported  showed  an  increase  of :  more  than  13  per  cent,  and  the 
United  States  and  Canada  a  net  increase  of  43  per  cent.     The  North  African 
and  Asiatic  countries,  however,  showed  a  decrease. 

The  1932  oats  production  in  36  countries  reported  was  3,624,263,000 
bushels,  or  nearly  12  per  cent  above -the , 1931  production  of  3,248,625,000 
bushels.     The  United. States  and  Canada  showed  a  net  increase  of  13  per  cent, 
and  the  European  countries  an  increase  of  nearly  11  per  cent,  while  the  pro- 
duction in  the  other  countries  was  practically  the  same. 

The  oats  seed  assembly  on  the  collective  farms  in  the  U.S.S.R.  by  . 
March  20  was  97  per  cent  of  the  "-plan,"  while  the  barley  seed  assembly  was 
88  per  cent  of  the  "plan"  „  The.  condition  of  the  barley  crop  in  Germany  and 
in  Tunis  is  reported  good.  The  April  i  condition  of  the  barley  crop  in 
Egypt  is  about  the  same  as  the  average  condition  during  the  past  ten  years 
but  a  little  below  that  of  last  year.  For  tables  showing  feed  grain  trade 
and  prices,  see  page  420. 


COTTON 

European  cotton  markets  generally  quiet 

The  Liverpool  market  continued  quiet,'  and  awaiting  new  developments 
during  the  last  week  'of  March  though  there  was  some  inquiry  for  forward 
shipments.  The  price  quotation  of  American  middling  on  March  31  was  7.34 
cents  a  pound,  the  same  as  the  previous  week,  while  Indian  fully  good  Broach 
declined  18  points  to  6.13  cents.    The  spread  between  the  two  quotations  last 
week  reached  almost  one  cent.     Spot  demand  at  Manchester  appeared  slightly 
improved  but  the  market  was  very  quiet  with  cloth  demand  poor  and  yarn  activ- 
ity dull  and  irregular  under  increased  selling  pressure.    At  Havre  demand  was 
fair  and  mostly  for  spot  and  outside  growth.    Haiti  cotton  was  reported  in 
active  demand.     Spinner  demand  at  Bremen  was  small  while  at  Milan  some  improve 
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inert  in  c.i.f.  and  spot  demand  was  noted.  The  yarn  margin  was  slightly  letter 
as  a  result  of  improved  demand  for  export  goods.  Stocks  were  said  to  still  "be 
increasing  at  Genoa  which  was  depressing  spot  prices. 

Japanese  Cotton  market  remains  dull 

Dullness  continued  in  the  Japanese  raw  cotton  market  during  February 
and  March,  according  to  a  radio  of  April  1  from  Consul  Donovan  at  Kobe. 
Slack  demand  for  piece  goods  in  both"  domestic  and  foreign  markets,  and  uncer- 
tainty regarding  yen  exchange  have  been  important  factors  in  the  situation. 
A  decline  in  yen  exchange  would  result  in  important  purchases  of  American  raw 
cotton,  the  Consul  states.     In  any  event,  a  certain  amount  of  buying  is  anti- 
cipated for  April. 

The  February  exports  of  piece  goods,  at  156,818,000  square  yards,  marks 
a  recession  from  the  high  monthly  exports  registered  during  the  last  6  months 
of  1932.     piece  goods  production  continued  in  February  at  about  January  levels 
Yarn  production  advanced  in  February.     Japanese  raw  cotton  imports  in  February 
declined  to  313,196  bales  of  which  167,408  were  American.     The  smaller  imports 
were  attributed  to  the  dull  market  prevailing  in  the  preceding  3  months.  Be- 
tween February  22  and  March  23  American  spot  cotton  prices  at  Kobe  rose  4  per 
cent  while  Indian  increased  2  per  cent.     Spot  yarn  rose  3  per  cent  while  yam 
futures  were  unchanged.     On  March  23  spinners  were  making  a  small  profit  per 
bale  of  yarn  whereas  a  month  earlier  they  had  operated  without  profit  or  at 
a  slight  loss. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

Palestine  has  record  citrus  movement 

Exports  of  citrus  from  Palestine  this  season  have  been  the  largest  cn 
record  according  to  Consul  C.  Thiel  at  Jerusalem.     This  increase  is  accounted 
for  by  the  favorable  growing  conditions  in  Palestine  this  year  and  the  upward 
trend  of  production.    Total  exports  of  citrus  to  the  end  of  February,  1933,  ' 
were  5,400,000  boxes  to  the  same  date  in  the  proceeding ' season,  or  an  increase 
of  700,000  cases.     The  balance  remaining  which  was  available  for  shipment  was 
600,000  to  700,000  causes.    Most  of  the  citrus  fruit  exported  from  Palestine 
consists  of  oranges.     Grapefruit  exports  however,  have  increased  rapidly  in 
the  last  few  years  and  may  exceed  250,000  boxes  this  season. 

Shanghai  gets  more  Palestine  cirtus  fruit 

The  feature  of  the  Shanghai  citrus  market  during  the  winter  season  has 
been  the  large  volume  of  citrus  fruit  from  palest ine  (Jaffa),  according  to 
0.  L.  Dawson,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Shanghai.     Arrivals  of  Jaffa  lemons 
and  grapefruit  since  January  have  exceeded  those  of  foimer  years.     The  price 
has  been  below  that  ruling  for  American  fruit.    Arrivals  from  Palestine  are 
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expected  to  cease  "by  May  !■«•    The  quantity  of  foreign  oranges  imported  has  not 
been  large  this  winter  owing -to  the  abundance  of  cheap  Chinese  oranges.  Stocks 
of  Jaffa  and  Italian  lemons  are  heavy  in  Shanghai.    There  is  not  the  usual 
seasonal  interest  at  present  in  American '  citrus.'    The  moderate  apple  stocks  are 
mostly  of  American  origin.    Chinese  oranges  and  pears  have  practically  disappeared 
The  arriv&is  of  foreign  oranges  at  Shanghai  in  the  period  October  -  February,  193S 
33  amounted  to  7,700  bores  against  6,900  boxes  last  year.    Apple  imports  totaled 
34,000  boxes  compared  with  42,000  boxes  in  the  same  period  in  the  1931-32  season. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 

South  American  wool  exports  continue  to  gain 

Total  wool  exports  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  reached  256-; 000  bales  for  the 
period  October-February  1932-33,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
C.  L.  Luedtko  at  Buenos  Aires.     The  corresponding  1931-32  total  stood  at  190,000 
bales.    The  current  Argentine  export  figures  is' 31.1 ■ per  cent  larger  than  a  year 
ago,  with  the  Uruguay  total  showing  an  advance  of  44.2  per  cent.    The  movement  to 
the  United  States,  however,  continues  to  decline.    The  important  increases  appear 
in  exports  to  continental  European  countries,  with  larger  quantities  also  moving 
to  Great  Britain.     See  table,  page  . 418. 

Australian  wool  sales  firmer 

A  firm  price  tone  prodomindatcd  in  the  Sydney,  Australia,  wool  sales  of 
April  3-6,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Wool  Specialist  H.  E.  Reed  at  London. 
At  the  opening  on  April  3,  prices  were  unchanged  from  levels  prevailing  at  the 
close  of  the  preceding  series  on  March  23.    As  the  recent  series  advanced,  compe- 
tition became  more  general,  and  prices  showed  a  hardening  tendency  up  to  the 
close  on  April  6. 

South  African  wool  marketed  rapidly 

Wool  marketing  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  gone  forward  at  an  unusu- 
ally rapid  rate  this  year,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at 
Pretoria.    Market  receipts  by  rail  reached  770,000  bales  by  early  March  in 
addition  to  wool  received  by  road.     It  is  estimated  that  90  per  cunt  of  the  1932-3J 
clip  has  been  marketed  end  that  the  short  wool  season,  which  is  about  to  begin, 
will  not  bring  the  production  figures  up  to  the  original  official  estimate  of 
900,000  bales  (301,000,000  pounds). 
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3OT  PROTECTIVE  MEASURES  PROPOSED  EOR  BRITISH  'FARMERS 

The  trend  toward  protection  for  "British  Agriculture  is  emphasized  by 
the  proposed  Agricultural  Marketing  Bill  introduced  into  parliament  on  March 
6,  1933.     The  protective  features  proposed  supplement  the  older  Agricultural 
Marketing  Act  of  1931",  which  provided  machinery  for  organizing  producers  along 
coinmodity  lines  to  control  domestic  production  without  regard  to  foreign  com- 
petition. ■  The  1931  measure  was  designed  to  cover  producers  of  so-called  pri- 
mary, or  non-process'ed,  products.     The  new  proposal  provides  for  "development 
schemes"  for  producing  and  marketing  secondary  products,  such  as  "bacon,  hams, 
"butter,  cheese,  canned  foods,  etc.,  most  of  which  must  meet  sharp  and  con- 
stant competition  from  foreign  producers  [ 

The  new  measure  would  provide  also  certain  regulatory  features  cover- 
ing producers  organizing  under  the  terms  of  the  1931  measure.    So  farj'only 
the  English  hop  growers  and  the  Scottish  raspberry  growers  have  "been  organized 
under  the  terms  of  the  1931  Act.    Other  schemes,  however,  have  "been  either 
already  prepared    or  are  in  process  of  preparation  for  the  marketing  of  milk, 
fat  sheep  and  fat  cattle  in  Scotland;  for  the  marketing  of  milk  in  England 
and  Wales;  hogs  and  pork  products  in  England  and  Scotland;  fat  stock  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales;  and  poultry  and  eggs  in  England.    The  1931  measure  applied 
only  to  domestic  products,  and  laid  the  foundation  for  building  farmer's  or- 
ganizations.    The  proposed  new  measure  is  designed  to  clear  the  ground  for 
the  adoption  of  such  protectionist  schemes  as  may  be  proposed  and  which  may 
require  machinery  outside  the  scope  of  the  earlier  Act. 

The  new  Bill  would  authorize  the  Board  of  Trade  to  issue  orders  for 
regulating  imports  . of  agricultural  products  only  on' the  following  conditions; 
(a)  that  an  agricultural  marketing  scheme  covering  that  particular  branch  of 
the  industry  either  has  been  or  is  in  the  process  of  being  put  into  force, 
and  (b)  that  the  successful  operation  of  such  a  marketing  scheme  would  be 
jeopardized  if  imports  'were  not  regulated.     In  addition  to  its  provision  for 
regulating  imports  under  schemes  organized  according  to  the  original  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Act,  the  new  Bill  also  provides  for  regulating  the  sale  of  all 
domestic  products  for  which  such  import  restrictions  may  be  ordered.     It  is 
specified  that  in  all  cases  where  the  Board  of  Trade  issues  such  an  order 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  acting  jointly  with  the  authorities 
governing  agriculture  in  Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland,  may  determine  not  only 
the  kinds,  varieties  and  grades  of  the  product  which  may  be  sold,  but  also  the 
quantity  within  the  kind,  variety  or  grade. 

Industries  organized  under  the  terms  of  the  1931  Act  and  interested  in 
formulating  a  "development  scheme"  for  a  secondary  product  must  submit  such  a 
scheme  to  the  government.     The  draft  of  the  scheme  then  goes  to  both  Houses 
of  Parliament.    If  approved,  the  government  issues  an  order  placing ' the  scheme 
in  effect.     The  wide  scope  envisaged  for  the  development  schemes  is  evidenced 
by  citing    3    of  the  many  provisions  which  the  boards  are  authorized  to  include 
in  schemes  submitted  for  approval.    They  are;     (a)  the  right  to  prohibit  the 
production  of  the  secondary  product-  in-  the  area  to  which  a  scheme  regulating 
marketing  applies,  except  by  those  holding  a  producer's  license;       •  (b)  the 
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right  to  purchase  and  to  dispose  of  any  premises  used  for  producing  that 
article  when  such  action  is  deemed  necessary  for  preventing,  eliminating  or 
reducing  inefficient  or  excessive  production,  and  (c)  the  right  to  exercise 
on  behalf  of  a  constituent  marketing  hoard  any  power  of  that  hoard  to  grade, 
pack,  store,  adopt  for  sale,  insure,  advertise  or  transport  an  agricultural 
product  the  marketing  of  which  is  regulated  "by  a  marketing  scheme. 

The  secondary  industries  covered  by  the  proposed  legislation  include 
practically  all  enterprises  now  operative  which  are  based  on  agricultural  pro 
duction.    Practical  means  for  developing  such  industries  as  bacon,  butter, 
cheese,  jam,  etc.  are  included  in  that  part  of  the  Bill  which  would  set  up 
combined  boards  of  primary  and  secondary  producers.     The  boards  would  have 
complete  control  over  their  respective  industries.     Eor  example,  a  combined 
board  of  pig  producers  and  bacon  producers  might  take  over  the  entire  adminis- 
tration of  that  industry.     This  is  the  only  industry  specifically  mentioned  i 
the  new  Bill  but  the  same  provisions  would  be  extended  to  all  other  agricul- 
tural industries  which  organize  themselves  under  the  terms  of  the  1931  Act.
